W agner and Usher A. C. Heilman, and 
wounded Cell House Keep* r Doody. 
The th ree then escaped from the 
front en tm nee of the i>enitentiary and 
disappeared iii the blizzard that was 
raging 
The killing was done by Convicts 
Morley, Taylor and Dowd, all bank 
robbers. 
Morley 
has 
previously 
served in Missouri for murder. 
The trio shot Deputy Warden W ag ­ 
ner while he was in his office, just off 
the chapel, which looks out into the 
prison yard 
Ikiody was shot while 
Just outside the cell house, of which 
he was the keeper. 
The murderers, after blowing off the 
lock of the first 
steel 
door which 
leads into the public entrance of the 
prison, rushed the turnkey at the point 
of a gun, forced him to unlock anoth­ 
er door, took his keys and let them­ 
selves out into the main corridor. 
Before the nun got out they had 
killed Warden Delahunty and Csher 
Heilman 
by 
shooting 
through 
the 
barred doors at the two men, who 
rush* d out of their offices into the 
main corridor when 
the first 
shots 
were heard. 


Two Bullets Hit Warden. 


The warden was shot once and Heil­ 
man twice. 
As tile trio sped past the 
warden another bullet was put into 
his body as lie leaned against a dooi 
casing. 
None of the other cm victs except 
the three who did the shooting at 
tempted 
to 
escape. 
The 
turnkey 
loeked 
the doors 
immediately after 
their departure 
and 
the remaining 
convicts were loeked in their cells. No 
liberty will be allowed to any of the 
convicts until Governor Aldrich or 
ders it 
As soon as the news of the uprising 
reached the governor’s office an order 
was received calling out the local com­ 
pany of 
the 
state militia. 
It 
was 
marched to the station, where a spe­ 
cial train was waiting to carry it to 
the penitentiary. 
Sheriff flyers and a 
posse also started 
im m ediately 
for 
the prison, together with Chief Hunger 
of the Lincoln jioliee department ami 
five patrolmen. 
Governor Aldrich was at Peru, visit­ 
ing the state normal school, and from 
there 
directed 
Adjutant 
General 
Phelps of the state m ilitia to take 
tem porary charge of the penitentiary. 
He also directed that Steward Robb 
take supervision of the prison routine. 
It is not known where the convicts 
got the guns with which they commit­ 
ted the murders, but it is believed that 
they were smuggled in from the out­ 
side by former prisoners. 


FAILED TO SOUND WARNINt 


SHOT TO DEATH BY COUSIN 


Paul Fournier Slain in Row at Quir­ 
ing, Minn,

Fournier, convicted for killing N. O. 
Dahl near Quiring, in this county, in 
the spring of 1907, and who began 
serving a life sentence for the crime 
and afterwards was found “ not guilty” 
by a jury at a new trial, was shot and

killed at 
Quiring by 
hilt 
cousin, George Cyr. 
The letter vol­ 
untarily surrendered to John M orri­ 
son, Jr., deputy sheriff, in Red Lake 
agency. 
Fournier had been residing with Cyr 
and his wife. 
Cyr claims that Fonr- 
nier became enraged and rushed at 
C yr’s wife, flourishing a dirk and say­ 
ing that he had killed two in the 
woods at Quiring and would kill two 
more. 
Cyr grabbed a gun that was hang­ 
ing on the wall and shot Fournier, in­ 
stantly killing him.

primary, charged Theodore Roosevelt 
with having passed by the greatest 
opportunity ever offered a president 
of the United States. 
This opportunity, said Senator Le 
Follette, was to send a strong, force 
fill message to congress, followed b> 
an appeal to the people if necessary 
when combinations of capital in this 
country first became alarming. 
It it 
the office of the president, he said, tv 
urge on congress such Ic gislation as he 
believes the best public interest de 
ma ads. 
“ I do not propose to assail any man 
on personal grounds, but great issue'? 
are pending. 
I do not deny the right 
of any man to be a candidate for any 
public office, but there is one great 
test to be applied to aff candidates 
and that is the record they have made 
in the past. 
“ Not only present promises must bt 
considered, but how have they kept 
their promises in the past. 
And so it 
is fair that the record of every candi 
date 
be 
secured. 
They 
should 
be 
analyzed intelligently and carefully. 
“ Von will 
search 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
record in vain for a strong urgent 
message pointing out changes passe d 
to afford relief to the people in the 
changing 
economic 
conditions 
that 
were nullifying the laws of supply and 
demand. 
"Oh, what au opportunity It was for 
a president and when 'hat president 
had the people of the country back of 
him and who so appealed to their im­ 
agination. 


Subject Passed on to Taft. 


“ Two or three, yes, three or four, 
time s the subject was slightly touched 
on during those seven years; and then 
only on the eve of a presidential elec­ 
tion he brought it to the attention of 
congress; then it was decided to pass 
it on to Mr. Taft.” 
In his#second speech Senator La 
Follette made this declaration when 
speaking of Colonel Roosevelt: 
“ I am not going to make any per­ 
sonal attack on any man, either on 
Mr. Roosevelt or President Taft, but 
this is a time when it is proper to 
judge them by their records. 
“ If I hail been president when these 
great trusts were forming, when M c­ 
Kinley and Roosevelt were president, 
I should have called the United States 
district attorneys of the whole coun­ 
try to Washington and I should have 
handed each one a copy of the Sher­ 
man antitrust law and I would have 
said, “ Go home and commit that to 
memory, and come back here at the 
same hour tomorrow.’ 
“ Then when they came back I would 
have said to them: ‘Now you know 
what this law means. 
Go out and do 
your duty as prosecutors, lf you don't 
I will put you out and will put in men 
who will.' 
“ One slight touch of the firm hand 
of the government when these great 
combinations were forming would have 
restrained them. 
Now the problem is 
more serious, more complicated, but 
we’ve got to meet it and solve it or 
hand it down to our children. W e can 
solve it with the ballots. Perhape they 
could not.” 
La Follette’s first speech was at the 
state normal school, where the au­ 
dience filled the assembly hall. 
The 
second took place in the city audi­ 
torium in Hie business disrtrist.

judge upon the bench, the prosecutor 
before the bar and the sheriff at the 
door while sentence was being pro­ 
nounced 
upon 
Flopd 
Allen, one 
of 
their number. 
The dead are: Judge Thornton Mas- 
sie, Prosecuting Attorney W illiam Fos­ 
ter and Sheriff Lew is Webb. 
Three 
jurors 
and 
three 
spectators 
were 
wounded. 
A reward of $1,000 for the capture 
of the band, made by Governor Mann, 
was increased to $3,000. 
The govern­ 
or's proclamation states that $300 each 
will be paid for individual members 
of the band, dead or alive. 
The shooting terrorized H illsville. 
There was not a man to give an order 
or to organize a pursuit. 
Citizens fled 
to places of safety and mothers gath­ 
ered up their children while the assas­ 
sins rode cut of town. 
W ith them on their retreat the as­ 
sassins carried one of their number, 
wounded. 
It was said that this was , 
Sidney Allen, one of the brothers.

“ In other words, just as we aim at 
the conservation of our physical re­ 
sources. and at the conservation of 
manhood, womanhood and childhood 
of the- people, so we must aim at the 
conservation, that is, at the wise con­ 
trol and development, of the business 
upon the existence of which the pros­ 
perity of the whole people so largely 
depends. 
In business we must con­ 
serve ideas, conserve efficiency, con­ 
serve ’up to date’ methods just as 
we conserve our forests, our streams, 
our nature.; resources.

The mass meeting also accepted the 
recommendation of the strike commit­ 
tee that tho strike should be continued 
against seven mills which have an­ 
nounced a wage increase but have not 
made sufficiently clear details of the 
advance to satisfy the strike leaders.
